AMERICANS; PATROLS 


STAY IN TRENCHES 


IASSOCIATFO PRCSS THLEOR^M) 


With 
the 
American Army 
in 


Vranee. Tuesday. Nov. 20.---Only tho 
taut Unit the (iormans failed to ven- 
ture into No Man's Land on a recent 
ninlit saved them from an American 
surprise. 
Om1 hundred 
and 
sixty 


men of the first battalions to enter 
the trenches for a week were given 
special traiiuni; 
and. 
after 
being; 


transported to the 
front, 
crawled 


across to No Man's Land and took 
positions in front of and in the Ger- 
man wire entanglements at a point 
where it hud been 
discovered 
the 


.enemy came out every night. 


Each man had been trained in a 


special task and the entire unit had 
rehearsed 
the part it intended to 


play under conditions .similar to that 
in front of the German lines. 
The 


Americans reached the position soon 
after dark and romainoJ in waiting 
all night, but no one C!r;-man appear- 
ed either there or, as far as is known, 
at any place in Xo Man's Land. The 
plan was to allow several groups of 
ten to fifteen Germans to emerge and 
meet at a 
rendezvous. 
Then 
the 


Americans would fall upon the ene- 
my and renay them fully for recent 
trench raids. 


A cold which a soLlicr caught in 


the trenches brought him a wound in 
the hand and save warning to 
a 


German patrol of an ambuscade on 
another night. An American patrol 
had arranged an ambush 
near 
a 


shell ruined farmhouse in No Man's 
Land. 
Several of the Americans had 


colds and coughs, but managed to 
control them. 
Finally, 
when 
the 


shadowy forms of an enemy patrol 
were seen approaching, one of the 
Americans caughed. The enemy pa- 
trol promptly disappeared toward its 
own lines which there soon afterward 
came a hail of machine gun bullets, 
one 
hitting 
the man" who had 


coughed. 


Two staff officers recently had a 


narrow escape while walking along 
a road in the rear of the lines. They 
heard the whizz of an eaeray shell 
and jumped, thinking it was close bv, 
when the projectile came down in the 
center of the road on either side of 
which they were walking.

American regimental colors

carried on the battle front in France 
have been returned to 
regimental 


headquarters. 
Written on it in ink 


ovsr the signature 
of the 
French 


commander is a 
certification 
that 


this was the first flag to reach me 
front lines. 
The flag did not fly at 


the front as no flags are exhibited 
there. It actually was carried, how- 
ever, to a dugout in the rear of the 
second line, remaining there several 
davs.

DESTROYERS BRAVE 


PERILS OF KEIL TO 


GET AT SEA PATROL 


Base of British Grand Fleet, Nov 


9.— (Correspondence of the 
Asso- 


/ciated Presd)—The recent naval ac- 
tion in the Cattewat, where the Brit- 
ish sank a German cruiser and 10 
armed patrol ships, is an example ot 
tlie careful planning which lies be- 
hind every move on the naval chart 
A comparatively insignificant force 
ol British destroyers and light cruis- 
ers were the actual stage per orrn- 
ers in the little Shaggerak dramp* 
The actual fight in Cattegat began 
about 7 o'clock in the morning anc 
was over three hours later. 
The 


German fleet behind its fortifications 
receidve tbe call lor help, but dared 
not take a chance—probably well 
knowing that any attempt to send 
out help would be confronted with 
enemies rising out ot the sea from 
all directions. 


The Cattegat is a deep bay lying 


between Denmark and Sweden anc 
leading out • through the Skaggersk 
into tbe North Sea near the scene o 
tlie tamous Jutland battle. 
A fog 


lay over the entire Cattegat through- 
out the action and British destroy- 
ers picked off their victims one by 
one and sank them. 
.The German 


auxiliary cruiser Marie, which was 
leading the fleet of patrol boats, was 
a ship of 3000 tons. 
Her captain 


Herr Lauterbach, was wounded, bul 
reached the - Danish share sa ely. 
His ship, which had four guns and 
a crew of 
90 was "suddenly 
at- 


tacked," he said in an interview 
with a Danish newspaper man after- 
ward, "by a fleet of British destroy- 
ers, and tlie shells fired by them de- 
scended with such rapidity that the 
men on the Marie were almost un- 
able to use the guns. 
Only a ew 


shots were fired before the ship was 
a mass of flames." 


British and American naval men 


who have been on the China station 
in years past will remember Captain 
Lauterbach. 
He was known from 


Shanghai to Vlad\istok as "Baron 
Munchausen," and is said to have 
been tli e most unpopular German 
naval officer in tlie Far East. 
Hi 


unpopularity extended even to his 
own men and in the Cattegat battle 
the first remark made by a German 
bluelacket rescued ro mthe sea was 
a fervently expressed hope that the 
British had not made the mistake 
of rescuing his captain. 


Lauerbtach's naval reputation will 


probably, suffer somewhat from the 
Cattegat battle. 
His report that he 


fired his guns as long as possible is 
denied by his own men, who de- 
clared Lauterbach was "seized with 
funk" as soon as the enemy appear- 
ed and that not a single shot was 
fired rom the Marie's guns. 


Presumably the Marie was making 


her way towards the trade route be- 
tween Norway and Scotland, in hope 
of repeating the successful German 
attack on the British, envoy on Oc- 
tober 17. 
The British commander 


concentrated on his fire first of all 
to the Marie and then detached his 
fast vessels to round-up the escort- 
| ing vessels. 
This was thoroughly 


done after a hunt lasting nearly 
three hours. 
This action, it should 


be remembered, occurred in waters 
which the Germans regard as prac- 
tically one of their "inland seas." 
The Cattegat is the gateway to the 
Baltic. 
The scene of the fight is 


500 miles from the nearest British 
coast, but less than 20O miles from 
Kiel. 
The Germans held their fav- 


orite "interior lines" while the Brit- 


l ish forces had to cr jss tbe North 
Sea. go up through the Skaggerak, 
and then around Skaw. 
The Ger- 


mans had every chance to execute a 
coup, cutting off the retreat of the 
British forces by bringing superior 
units up the coast to the entrance of 
the Skaggerak. 
That they did not 


dare to attempt this is evidence of 
their appreciation of the initiative 
and resjurce of the British navy. 


An interesting comparison might 


be made between this clean victory 
by the British destroyers and the 
tip-and-run 
raid 
by the . German 


light cruisers on a British convoy on 
October 17. 


The Germans sent out two of their 


! fastest cruisers 
in 
the darkness, 


struck their blow in nervous haste 
in the early morning hours, not even 
pausing to rescue a single one of 
hundreds of combatants and non- 
combatants, then ran away north- 
ward to spend the remaining hours 
of daylight in 
hiding, and when 


ftight fell dashed down the Norweg- 
ian coast and thus" 'returned home 
without bcins intercepted. 


On the occasion of the British v>- 


tory the fight occurred not in fie 
North Sea, but on Germany's door- 
<ptcp: not at night, but in dai-iight: 
not 
hurriedly or ncrxous. for «4 


prisoners were taken, drowning mc-n 
rescued from the w?ter, thus pro- 
viding another vivid contrast between 
German and British methods of war- 
fare. 
Moreover, no non-combatant 


lives were lost or endangered in the 
Britis-h action, whereas the German 
ruthlessly a"d unnecessarily sacri- 
fice^ scores of innocent neutrals,

"1C Miles From Camp Sheridan, 


"Somewhere in Alabama. 


"The above is all true and not 


stretched one mile. 
Last Saturday 


about 80 ot us were hiked out here 
o build a bridge. 
It is for army 


traffic bound for the rifle range 
which is some two miles further out. 
These counties down here are too 
poor to build bridges over creeks so 
he government finds it necessary at 
lines to improve the route to some 
»oint so that men and vehicles can 
>e moved without loss -of time. 


"We were pushed along on our

lour and were about all in upon our 
arrival. 
We weren't permitted to 


est but made to get busy building

he other bridge was conpleted. 


"At dusk we quit and pitched our 


up-tents. 
After supper we hit the 


lay and slept like old vets, even 
hough OUT bed was the ground with 


thin layer of straw and blanket 


or springs. 
My tent has two fur- 


ows running through it.1 but I man-' 
age to ride them without getting, 
"izzy and really sleep sound.

"Sunday morning we were up be- 


ore daybreak and began our job- 
~Ve used big pine trees for 
the 


tructure and are now waiting for 
hree-inch lumber for the floor.

was lots of tun to chop down the 
rees, but darned hard work to put 
tiem in place.

"We had two mule-teams to drag 


them out of the forest and used a 


0-foot tree as a boom to hoist the 
ogs

"The shorter pieces we had to 1 


arry on our shoulders which ceased 
o be a novelty after the first one 
lad been delivered.

"The natives about here are in-' 


cresting to us and just as crude as 
advertised. 
Of course 
they 
are 


mostly black—occasionally a white 
man or woman. 


"One old white man comes down 


o the job every day and is quite so- 
liable. 
He served four years as a 


Johnny Reb,' and has six scars on 
iis body -inflicted by the 'Yanks' 
His way of putting it is: 'I fooled, 
away four-years of my life in the 
jivil war.' 
j 


"Another one of our daily callers 


a an old colored fellow who claims j 
to be 96 years old. 
He also served j 


n the war. He says he was with' 
iis master and- was captured several i 
imes, and managed to escape each 
ime. 
I asked him if his master | 


was wouoded or killed. 
He laughed 


nd said: 'Lawsa no. He run every ' 
ime.' 
In telling about his escape ! 


at Columbus, Ga., he said: 'I come 


back here and come to hell and 
didn't know It.' Ho also remarked 
that he had more to eat in slave 
times, but less 'prosecution' now. He 
takes our garbage away for his pigs, 
but judging from the way he eats 
out of the can before he leaves the, 
camp, the pigs he mentions are mem- 
bers of hia family. 


"Some of 'the fellows had one ot 


the boys out snipe-hunting Monday^ 
uight, and the poor boob stayed up 
in the wooda about three hours hold- 
ing the bag. The guard on duty 
when he came in said the 'goat' was 
pretty sore about it, but l guess he 
felt better the ne\t day. I didn'ij 
get in on'it'on account of being at 
the main camp 
in the afternoon, 


taking an electrical exam. 
I don'fc 


have much hopes of passing as it 
was too technical for me. 


"Our first battalion is on the rifle1 


range this week and 1 guess we go 
in about 10 days. Judging from the 
scores of some ot them it is no 
cinch to shoot 'with an army rifle. I 
went out yesterday afternoon and 
there seemed to be an awful lot of 
complete misses. 


"I was on' guard duty Tuesday of 


last week—my first assignment since 
joining the army. 
I drew post num- 


ber five, which was located at the 
south end of the prison stockade 
There were about 62 prisoners coop- 
ed up inside and just two nights 
previous seven coimcts made their 
escape while B company was on 
duty. 
Fifteen 
members of their 


guard were thrown in the jug pend- 
ing investigation, but all were re- 
leased with the exception of two, 
•who are being held for trial. 


"You see in the army if a guard 


permits a prisoner to get away he 
(the guard) must serve out the time 
of the fugitive. 
Not having any de- 


sire to 'do time' I kept my eyes 
opened at all times. 
In fact, our 


whole gang was ss vigilant that 
whenever any of the prisoners want- 
ed to comer out after dark they would 
first stick their heads out of the tent 
and say 'Don't shoot.' 
Believe me 


they would have been tendered a 
warm reception that night had they 
made a break. 


"There are deserters, slackers, one 


murderer ,and one fellow charged 
with assault on a G 0-year-old color- 
ed Tvoman, in the guardhouse and I 
wasn't taking any chances on that 
crew. 
Very few of them belong to 


our regiment. Why they pick on us 
to guard a general stockade is more 
than I am able to figure out. 


"I don't have occasion to -nake 


many purchases here, but C >n'r rhink 
the prices, as a rule, are exorbitant. 
I have onlv been in town twice siace 
coming to this camp. Too many sol- 
diers for anyone to have a good 
time. 


"Some of our fellows set pretty 


blue at times, but I haven't been hit 
as yet. 


"The weather down here is surely 


ideal and I know ^you would envy 
me if you could jnst take a peep at 
me as I lie here writing this letter. 


"P. S.—Somebody wrote one of 


our fellows that the president's sec- 
retary was under, Arrest for tippin., 
off transport denatures to the Ger- 
mans. How ibout it?"
